Philadelphia Press' Ladcawaren Letter. 


When President Hugh J. Jewett, of the 


Erie railroad, passes through this little town 
the citizens flock to the station to gaze upon 
his private car, the Kamapo, which is one1 
of the most luxurious over made by the 
Pullman company. 


"In these days the luxury of travel is 


something astonishing," said President Jew- 
ett, a few days ago, to a representative of 
The Press. "There were two other cars 
built jnst like this," he continued, with a 
comprehensive wave of his hand. "Qnawas 
for Henry Villard, president of the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation company, and the 
other was for Thomas W. Pierce, president 
of the Sunset-route, in Texas. Jusfc look at 
this car." 


At the forward end of the car is alritchen; 


back of this is a parlor, which can be turned 
into a fine dining-room; adjoining is a bed- 
room; with a small bath-room attached, and 
at the reai- end a smoking-room and observa- 
tory. Electric bells connect with the kitchen. 
The upholstery is magnificent, and the interior 
is decorated with inlaid woods of the most 
costly kind. The cost was $30,000. 
• . 


"The'Old Commodore'" (Vanderbilt), said 


Mr. Jewett, with a smile, "used to ride over 
Ms roads in a car that he thought was about 
as fine as could be gotten up. That car is 
now owned by the Wagner company,,and is 
called the Iroquois, an.d any one may'ride, in 
in it who chooses to pay the extra fare. Peo- 
ple who are not able to control as many 
pennies as the commodore had'dollars can to- 
day ride in better cars than the railroad king 
ever dreamed of. It costs at least$15,000~to 
build a Pullman car now-a-days, and the 
Iroquois did not cost more than half that sum.1' 


"What kind of private car has William H. 


Vanderbilt?" was asked. 


WILLIAM H. VANDEKBILT'S CAB. 


"A beauty. It is about seventy-five feet 


long and six feet wide, by about thirteen feet 
high. It has a kitchen in front, just like this 
car; back of it is Mr. Vanderbilt'sstate-room. 
The dining-room, sitting-room and card-room 
come next. The observatory Is at the fear 
and has inclosed sides. It is elegantly fitted 
up in the most luxurious style, and on : tho 
sides of the car are four views, representing 
tho West Albany bridge of the New Yorto 
Central, Niagara Falls, the Grand Central" 
depot at Forty-second street, and one other, 
which I do not call to mind. The car proba-1 
blycost tSO,000."

"Mr. Vandevbilt docs some fast traveling— 


at least he used to?'1 


"Yes. When he makes a trip he goes as 


fast as he can. He takes a special engine, 
orders all trains off the main track, and he 
travels as rapidly as the engine can go. A 
ttafr-table is made up, generally, for his train 
before he starts, and telegraphed to every 
station along the road. This prevents the 
possibility of accident." 


"How about Jay Gould's private car!" 
"Tho Convoy, No. 143, is its name—at least 


it used to be. It is the same car that Com- 
modore Garrison used to occupy, and has ac- 
commodation for twelve. It is not strikingly 
beautiful; finished in black walnut." 


"Are the cars of the Pennsylvania railroad 


officials strikihgly elegant!"

"They are handsome—supplied with; state- 


room, sleeping room, kitchen and' other 
apartments. John W. Garret's car, the 
Maryland, used to be considered 'strikingly 
elegant.' His son Robert used to have a 
special car, too, called, I think, thei Ba'lti-

"Then all the great railroad magnates have 


special cars, do they?"

"Nearly all—in fact I might say all^ There 


aremauy others, you know, who own cara of 
their own. Patti, Nilsson, Mrs. Langtry— 
and 80,011, ad inftnitum. Mrs. Langtry'scar,. 
I see, has recently been finished at Utica, N. 
Y. Queen Victoria does not travelin such a 
luxurious cor as Mrs. Langtry will ocedpy." 


"Will foreign railway carriagesfcear any 


comparison with our American cars?" 


ADVANTAGES OF AMEBI«AN TBAVEL. 
"Not very much. The fact is any one who 


can pay his way on a parlor or hotel car to- 
day in America can travel quite as luxuri- 
ously as the empress of India. 
It is a com- 


mon thing to sec special cars now; ten years 
ago they were a curiosisty. Alljrich, menjride 
in'specials when making a long journey, 
either south or wost. If a party of ten j or 
twelve is made up to go to San Francisco, 
the expense is no greater to hire a car with 
cooks and waiters than it would be to ride'on 
the ordinary palace cars ~ and stop at first- 
class hotels on the way. Noblemen and 
wealthy foreigners coming to America often 
hire a special car. 
The Duke of Sutherland, 


the Grand Duke Alexis, Dom Pedro, of Brazil, 
and Baron de Something-or-otber, the Rus- 
sian embassador, are among those who have 
crossed the continent in special cars." 


"You remember that Jarrett & Palmer, 


the theatrical men, once ran a wholo train! as 
* special to San Francisco?" 
' 


I -"When a whole train is chartered the rates 
are made according to the distance, number 
of cars, etc. 
"What is the cost per mile!" 
"Well about 23 cents, I think, although no 


company will send out an engine as a special 
for n short distance for less than $20. The 
schedule time is so fast to-day upon nine- 
tenths of the roads that a special could not 
better it more than a-few minutes. People in 
these cars.insist upon fast time. It is not 
permitted, however, to attach a special car: 
to any of the limited trains like the New 
York and Chicago or the Washington limitid.' 
These trains are made up of the full numljei' 
of cars that the engine can pun through and 
make Jjctodul*-time, and I doubt if even the 
president' of the Tfcud would presume to at- 
tach his fjpecfej cor to one of these trains and 


besides this, the person who hires the car 
must purchaso full tickets for all the party of 
the line, over which" the car passes. This is to 
pay for hauling the "car. 
Provisions, and 


liquors are supplied at cost, or you can stock 
the oar yourself. Sleeping ears are let at$65a 
day, including attendants, and eighteen full 
tickets must be bought. 
Hotel cars are 


charged for at the rate of $75 a day, and the 
same number of tickets must be bought." 


'• While this conversation was going on the 
special car of President Jewett, attached to 
the fast train of the Erie, the St. Louis ex- 
press,'No. 8, was "humming along over the 
rails at the rate of forty-eight miles an hour, 
average speed, toward Port Jervis, N. Y., 
the end of the Delaware division,' without a 
particle of ribise.and without scarcely any 
perceptible motion. The ran of twenty-two 
miles was made in twenty-eight minutes, and 
after a moment's stop the ."Ramapo' 
whisked away from the station- on its voyage 
to the metropolis.

Itoscoe Conkltas and the Reporters. 
Washington Letter. 


Roscoe Conkling makes a good many flying 


trips to Washington in connection with -his 
law business. He avoids the' White house, 
and is as unbending as ever toward reporters. 
An eastern correspondent tried to interview 
liim the other day. "Sir," said the dignified 
ex-senator, "you must excuse me. I cannot 
converse with members of the press." Roscoe 
had some bitter lessons in interviewing when 
he was in the zenith of his political career. 
The representative of one of the leading pa- 
pers of the country called upon him before 
he had soured against newspaper men. Conk- 
ling received him like a prince, and was at 
some pains to give him the desi^d informa- 
tion. The scribe assured Roscoe. thati*is lan- 
guage would be given verbatim ,6t literatim. 
But the scribe reckoned withoutiis chjef. On 
reporting the result of' his mission, the latter 
said: "Pshaw, if Conkling gave you that 
he meant just the opposite. 
I'll twist 


it into shape," He 'twisted It into such a 
shape that made the proud Roscoe wild with 
vexation, and threw the scribe into epileptic 
fits. A year or two afterward this inter- 
viewer was made chief of the Bureau1, 'and he 
determined to make amends to Lord Roscoe 
at the first opportunity. That opportunity 
arrived sooner than he expected. During a 
time of great political excitement, when the 
views ot Con^cUng were looked forward to 
with great interest, a prominent Republican 
asked this correspondent if he would print ah 
intervieW wltA the New -York senator just as 
it was given. "Certainly," was the prompt 
reply. "I will guarantee that not a word 
shall be changed." The interview took place. 
It was wired to the home office as Conkling 
dictated it'. The editor evidently, suspected 
this, since ho prefaced it with » stinging in- 
troduction to the effect that Roscoe had caused 
himself to be raterv4ewed, and strutted like a 
'peacock as he talked to himself. That was 
the last straw. It killed every vestige of 
Conkling's faith in, newspaper, men. To-day 
ho would rather hayo a scorpioa dally Tjrith 
his favorite curl than spend five seconds in 
the company of. a reporter, on business.

SOME credulous people still prof esa 


to believe that Captain Webb, the 
swimmer who disappeared while

Tuko equal parts of tincture of 


cayenne, tincture of opium, tincture 
of rhubarb, essence of peppermint 
ant} spirits of camphor. Mix well. 
Dose, fifteen to thirty drops in a 
wineglass of water, according to age 
and violence of the attack. Kepoat 
every fifteen or twenty minutes until 
relief is obtained.

Chronicle thinks that the present 
cotton crop will be the largest over 
produced in the South.

The St. Laate Water Famine. 


ST. Louis, July 27.—The first practical 


effect of the water famine was discernible 
yesterday by tbe appearance of the stifling 
dust In all sections of the city. There was 
a faint attempt ut sprinkling in tho business 
center but not to the extent of laying the 
dust. The experiment, however, of tem- 
porarily prohibiting tho sprinkling wagons 
from using tbe water from the distributing 
system of the city has been demonstrated 
a succesi, and All feitts of tbe reservoir 
running dry were allayed. At 0 p. m. 
on Wednesday the water In the reser- 
voir registered 167 feet above the City Di- 
rectrix, and at 6 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon it was 158 feet, an increae of 1,900,000 
gallons. 
This increase represents the 


amount pumped in excess of the amount 
consumed. Three days ago nearly 3,000,- 
000 gallons were consumed in excess of the 
quantity pumped. 
The Water Commis- 


sioner says that the experiment has estab- 
lished beyond qaestlon that the Inconve- 
nience to the consume!, so far as private 
consumption, is concerned, has reached its 
maximum, and all the public has now to 
contend with is the dust.

Public Memorial Exercises at Im- 


v boden'e Springe—A Great 


Multitude Present. 


Address by Hon. E. J. Ogieeby. 


The Deoatnr friends of the late Jrasx 


HAI^MOOM, citizen, soldier, clergyman 
and public officer, assembled at Imboden'g 
Springs on yesterday afternoon at three 
o'clock and laid their tributes ot love 
and respect at his grave, in this simple, 
plain way, doing him and hia services 
doe honor. The procession formed on 
the old square, aid marched to the 
Springs in the following order:

Citizens in Carriages and on Foot 
A platform, had been erected at the 


Springe, where about 2,000 persons had 
gathered, and after the band had played 
selections, the meeting was called to order 
by J. KOorin. Bev. Dr. Danes was 
chosen chairman ot the meeting, who 
stated that at some subsequent time when 
all the members ot Gen. Moore's family 
oonld meet in Deoatnr appropriate relig- 
ious memorial services would be held at 
the church. 


"Jesus, Lover of My Soul," was the 


opening selection of the choir led bj 
Prof. Demorest, after which Bev. Doctor 
Short, of Jacksonville, president of the 
Illinois Female College, ottered a feeling 
memorial prayer. A sketch of General 
Moore, published some years ago in "The 
Patriotism ot Illinois," a bound volume, 
was read by Dr. Prentice, of Springfield. 


EX-QOV. B. 3. SM3I/ESBY, 


the orator of the impressive occasion, was 
then presented by the chairman, and the 
General spoke for over an hour, deliver- 
ing a tribute to the memory of the distin- 
guished dead on behalf ot the citizens 
and soldiers, that was just, noble and 
brotherly in character* He commenced 
by saying: Gentlemen, Ladies, Fellow- 
Citizens, Comrades and Mr. Chairman, 
we meet again to lament the death of 
another brother. 
One by one we are 


passing away. Few of the veterans of the 
war of 1812 remain, few of the Mexican 
war, and fewer still ot the Bevolntionary 
struggle. The late war marshaled thou- 
sands of brave men—numbers uncount- 
able, and after the close ot the struggle a 
wonder existed in the United States as to 
what disposition could be made ol the 
vast army—what would be the fate of the 
last grand army. Thousands have gone 
the way ot all the world. I mean those 
who have died since the war, not the 
300,000 to 100,000 who perished on the 
field of battle; and those who have died 
have been accompanied to their quiet 
resting places by the veterans. What 
does the Veteran's Association mean? It 
exists to look after the living, to help the 
survivors and to follow comrades to their 
graves, to stand by him, to show to the 
forgetful world, to the too perplexed and 
anxious world, to show to them that the 
true soldier does not forget his brother 
comrade. You come here to-day to pay 
your last respects to another brother, and 
ladies and gentlemen and citizens of Ma- 
con county, you do not "understand why 


the liberty to correct me, to lecture me, 
and scold me, and more than once to 
plainly tell me when be thought I was 
wrong. That interview showed me hia 
manliness of character completely, and 
he told me many things om the uubject of 
Christianity that were new and strange 
to me. He related to me that yean ago 
when he wan riding on hone-back from 
Shelbyville alone a light appeared to him 
that told him to go forth" and preach the 
Gospel. And at the close of that memo- 
rable interview Gen* Moore said to me: 
There is after all but one course for you 
and me and for all to pursue, however dark 
the day and doubtful the future, and that 
is to pray for the light, and it will surely 
come.'" (The orator was here interrupt- 
ed by Elder Prentice, who said: "The 
brethren of tha church who knew him 
longest and beat never doubted him for a 
single moment,") Gen. Ogleeby contin- 
ued: "I esteemed him tor bis frankness. 
We are all subject to criticism, and we1 
must be frank it we would be just' I 
would thank no one to say anything silly 
about me on an occasion like this. Gen. 
Moore was not much of a scholar, though 
he knew more than most men." Here 
the speaker related the circumstances of 
a discussion between Gen. Moore and 
Col. B. G. Ingeruoll in a law office in De- 
catur, at which the speaker and the late 
Major Wait were present The Metho- 
dist preacher and Ingersoll, the infidel, 
talked for over an hour, and Gen. Moore 
came out of the contest satisfactory to 
his audience and winning the respect of 
his opponent Our dead comrade was a 
remarkably good conversationalist and in 
that discussion developed a resource of 
information that won for him the lasting 
respect and friendship ot all present 


As a soldier, Gen. Moore was a brave 


and efficient officer, loved by his men. He 
was no coward. His men always spoke well 
ot him, and remember one thing to-day, 
when you hear the soldiers speak well 
of their officers whom they knew in the 
war, set it down as orthodox that they 
were good and brave soldiers, up to the 
standard of military etiquette and require- 
ments. Can we say more in memory of 
the dead? It is sufficient It is just to say 
that Gen. Moore was a good, honest, effi- 
cient, competent officer, that he met every 
demand and secured the approval ot bis 
comrades. He was a grand soldier. 


After his discharge he returned to his 


home, and a few years afterward entered 
political life, serving four years as a mem- 
ber of congress, two years of which time 
he was chairman of the Pension commit- 
tee. He was not an orator after the man- 
ner of Cicero, or Demosthenes, or Daniel 
Webster, but on the stump he was fear- 
less and always made himself understood. 
"Being an earnest man, he was led by 
convictions, and he was a powerful speak- 
er, and an able and earnest member of 
congress. Subsequently he served as pen- 
sion agent for Elinois,and lastly he went to 
Callao, to represent and guard the inter- 
ests of bis country. 


We are here to-day to do him honor, to 


speak ot his life and character. We can 
do no more. And this evidence of friend- 
ship and love is the highest test of regard, 
respect and love. It is the best we can 
offer, andjall we have to offer. Were his 
spirit here on this occasion he would feel 
gratified and say it is enough. Well may 
his children and grandchildren lisp his 
name and be proud of him, and let the 
.absent ones who loved him for his love-

health last evening up to nine o'clock. 
To-day be is dead. He had been out in 
the country yesterday purehasingr cattle, 
and came home and was cheerful as nsual 
After nine o'clock last evening he was 
taken with spasms, and dictt at four 
o'clock this morning at the family reai- 
denoeon South Broadway. The deceased 
was a son-in-law ot Mr. John Blenz and 
a brother of Mm Billy Downing. The 
funeral wili take place from the family 
residence on Sunday at 2 p. m., Rev. W. 
H. Moore,'of St John's church, officia- 
ting.

dier against the other in business, polit- 
ically and socially, with seeming discord 
and strife in all the walks of life, you 
wonder how it can bo that when one com- 
rade dies all unite to do him honor. 
Learn this lesson: It he were a good and 
brave man, that when death comes the 
soldier, like the Christian, forgets the 
past and mingles his sympathy and love 
with those nearest and dearest to him. 
At the verge of the grave, near the coffin, 
under the shadow of that flag which the 
departed followed bravely to victory, all 
differences of the past are forgotten and 
with hearts of devotion all gather to do 
him honor. 


We are not permitted to-day to "look 


npon the face or form of General Jesse 
Hale Moore, our illustrious citizen, in 
whose memory we are here assembled. 
The body lies buried miles away in a re- 
mote country beyond the equator, in a 
country unknown to us, in that far-off 
land. Our brother had gone there to 
perform another public duty, far from the 
scenes of his home life, far from the state 
where he first saw the blessed- light of 
day, still bearing above him that ting of 
his country as his guardian angel, potent 
as the thunders ot God. He went to that 
land of revolution one! strife to uphold 
the majesty ot law and the rights of 
American citizens, to protect the inter- 
ests of the country upon sea and upon 
land, and we all well did know that it 
would not be six weeks until he thor- 
oughly understood the duties of his new 
position. General Moore was Rifted with 
an investigating, an intellectual- brain, an 
analytical mind. He was a master of the 
mysteries ot the Gospel. He thoroughly 
understood the political and social rela- 
tions, and the published recordo of the 
government which will be issued in the 
course of a year will demonstrate that he 
was a careful and skillful diplomat, fully 
BoquRititod with the relations of his own 
ti> other countries. Amid a strange peo- 
ple, a new nationality, strange and unu- 
sual to him, he was, at the time, the sole 
foreign representative of Decatnr and 
Macon county in foreign relations abroad, 
and as United States consul at Callao 
Peru, the records I verily believe will 
show that his official acts between Pern 
and the United States will reflect only 
credit to us. 


Gen. Moore was a manly man, a natural 


born gentleman, with pure and noble in- 
stincts. 
His character was excellent; 


there was nothing little, nothing small hi 
him. He grew into manhood a child of 
nature, born and adapted to the high- 
est circles of society. It may be that not 
aU liked him, but all acquainted with

him and knew his heart loved and ad- 
mired him. Yon, comrades, whom I see 
about me, knew him best, for there is no 
other ordeal OB earth that tries and testa 
a man as tbe field ot battle. Gen. Moore 
was glttod with a bright intellect He 
began life armed and equipped with a 
collegiate education and he battled at 
once -with the world. He was no loafer, 
no dodger, nor shirk. By diligent study 
of the Bible be became master ot the 
problem ol life, and was a man after the 
fashion ot that grand teacher, Martin 
Luther, in style and belief, and was noble 
m all bis impulses. 


The speaker stated that the last inter- 


view he had had with Gen, Moore was on 
the subject of Christianity, when they 
talked for three long hours. "He took 


liness ot character and manhood, learn ot 
this memorial to his memory. 


Farewell, Jesse H. Moore, an honor to 


the church, to society, to the political 
party to which you belonged, to the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and to the flog 
under which you fought Can I say or 
offer more. Can we ask more? If we 
ask more can we receive it? This testimo- 
nial is from a simple common people to a 
simple common life, and that is all there 
is of it 
Death comes to all. We cannot 


escape it In the grand reunion of all 
friends above we will meet him again. 
And finally farewell, Gen. Moore. Let 
us try to remember that he was a brother 
and do all we can to favor those whom he 
left behind. 


The choir sang "Tune and Eternity," 


when Mr. L. Burrows read the following 
tribute of respect on behalf ot the citizens 
of Decatur: 


The citizens of Decatur and Macon 


county, realizing to the fullest extent the 
loss they have sustained in the death of 
Gen. Jesse H. Moore, desire to give ex- 
pression to their feelings in this formal 
manner. In his life and public career we 
recognize those qualities of head and 
heart which seldom fail to single men out 
from tfmong the masses aad serve to make 
them leaders ot their fellows. His title 
to distinction rested upon no happy con- 
junction of events—no lucky combination 
of circumstances—but upon a native 
ability that bad been carefully and syste- 
matically cultivated, a force of character 
that never allowed him to lag in the rear, 
an integrity that is sure to bring its just 
reward, and a love of country and of 
humanity which the most stolid observer 
oonld not but admire and applaud. Pos- 
sessing these qualities in an eminent de- 
gree, as he did, bis prominence through a 
long and active life was DO accident, but 
a logical sequence—the natural result of 
forceful endowments aided by methodical 
and industrious effort. 
He has many 


claims upon our grateful remembrance, 
whether we consider him as a gallant 
soldier, an efficient public officer, or mere- 
ly as a private oitisen, but we most love 
to dwell upon the tact that he was a pure 
honorable, high-minded man, whose 're- 
ligion cloaked no private vices, whose 
patriotism was altogether unselfish, and 
whose public acts-were gauged by the 
same strict roles ot probity which con- 
trolled his everyday life among bis neigh- 
bors. It does not become ns to intrude 
upon lue sacred precincts of bis borne 
lite, but it is a pleasure to us to remem- 
ber that he was a model of conjugal and 
fatherly affection, and that he exhibited 
in that relation the same noble qualities 
which challenge our admiration in tbe 
more public phases ot bis career. To 
those afflicted ones who mourn him with 
a grief that we cannot approach, and 
whose love for him springs from more 
tender sources than ours, we can only 
offer the poor solace ot oar sympathy, 
and hope that their grief may be in some 
degree softened by the knowledge that 
the mystery ot death has made us more 
nearly akin to them, in that it has made 
us mourn over the same grave, 


Finally, we desire to place npon record 


our high appreciation ol the many ster- 
ling virtues- which made Gen. Moore a 
man of mark wherever be wan planed, and 
our profound regret that bis Ms oould 
not have dosed among the friends who 
loved him so well and honored him so 
highly, iu tbe state upon whose history 
be had conferred so muoh renown.
